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THE ABATEMENT FORMULA 


The abatement formula, for corner lots in 
areas where streets have been constructed under 
the Betterment Law, as adopted Monday night by 
the Board of Selectmen is essentially very good 

It recognizes the possible inequities of the 
situation, and tries to take care of them. John 
Brooks was the individual who proposed the for- 
mula to the Selectmen. 

Street corners where both streets are of the 
Betterment type will have one house lot or 100 
linear feet of frontage abated, whichever is 
a Betterment street only 50% of the abatement 
will be allowed. 

Which clears up one of the problems. The 
only thing the Selectmen have to do now is to 
get around to "certifying" the streets, as the 
law directs, and thus take those streets out of 
the "Non Kosher" class. 

But there is no penalty attached, 
the Selectmen don't certify the streets, so 
perhaps nothing will ever be done, other than 
to keep the Board of Assessors on the spot.

CLASH ON ASSESSOR PROBLEMS 


Ex Assessor Stanley Webber has 
been gone from the Town Hall now 
for two months, but he was one of 
the unnamed ‘subjects of a clash 
between two Selectmen, Mrs Wavie 
Drew and Nicholas De Felice, Mon- 
day night. 

The two Selectmen clashed on 
Several subjects, all comingunder 
the general heading of assessing. 

Behind the free-wheeling but no 
names clash was a subject that has 
not been mentioned publicly by the 
Selectmen: - an ‘assessment’ of 
one of Wilmington’s principal in- 
dustrial buildings by a consultant 
hired specifically for that purpose 
by TM Jerry Bouchard, 

The company involved had asked 
for an abatement of its taxes re- 
cently, and Bouchard hired a con- 
sultant ‘for about $50 or $100’ to 
check over the figures. 

Ex Assessor Stanley Webber had 
used the construction costs of the 
building in making the assessment, 
and the new figures found by the 
Consultant were reportedly about 
Fa00.000 lower than those of Web- 

r. 

‘The Selectmen have known of 
this for a week, and perhaps in 
some cases more, but no public 
mention has ever been made of it, 
The building concerned is not one 
in the Avco complex, 

The discussion started when De 
Felice asked the TM ifhadchosen 
an assessor yet, and if there was 

that the Selectmen could 
do to assist. De Felice waspress- 
ing for immediate action, 

Bouchard said that the man he 
had picked was asking for ahigher 
Salary than the town had been 
paying ($7500, Ed). His candidate, 
Bouchard said, was a man with 
11 years experience as an assessor 
and with other experience as well - 
‘this you call professional’, 

The alternatives, Bouchard said, 
were to hire a local man, or some 
of the others whom Bouchard did 
not feel were professionally qual-

The first thing he told me was 
that Iwas in a ‘mess’, and that the 
American Embassy could not help 
me! He explained that a new law, 
in April 1963, which had been made 
by the Greek Military, said that 
anyone with a Greek name was 
considered a Greek subject no mat- 
ter where he was born. 

The law had not been enforced 
until Jily 1, 1963, and my friend 
and I were in one of the first 
groups affected by it. 

He also explained that no one 
was aware of the effect these laws 
would have on all the tourists, and 
that, therefore, no provisions had 
been made by the Greek Govern- 
ment or the American Embassy, 

The law was, and still is intended 
for those young men who were born 
in Greece and hadn’t served in the 
Greek Military (Draft Dodgers), 
But, as I have said, the lawon July 
1, 1963, was to hold any man with 
@ Greek name for military duty, 

I just couldn’t believe that what 
Mr Vousolenis had said was true, 
How could they hold me, an Amer- 
iean born citizen, for the military 
when I was only touring Greece for 
a period of five weeks? 

He told me that there was nothing 
the American Embassy could do 
for me, 

Friday, July 12th Mr Vousolen- 
is sent me to the Greek Pentagon 
to tell the Military my story, and 
to see what they would in re 
gards to my being born in the Uni- 
ted States, 

At the Pentagon I had to get in 
line, and go through check points 
with a pass. I finally arrived in a 
room full of people, pushing and 
shouting in an effort to get their 
problems heard, 

I stood in line more than half an 
hour, and finally my turn came to 
Speak to the officer in charge. I 
explained that I was an American 
born citizen touring Greece for 
five weeks, with my wife, and that 
my passport had been stamped with 
@ notice that I was not to be allowed 
to leave the country, 

The officer looked at me, threw 
down my passport, and ignoring 
me completely, continued to hear 
the problems of other people. 

I stood there for some time and 
refused to leave until he gave me 
an answer, Finally he began to 
shout in a very loud voice that, 
even though I was American born 
I was still a Greek Subject, and 
that I could not leave the country 
until I had fulfilled my military 
obligations, 

I was right back where I had 
started from, It felt like being on 
a@ merry-go-round, 

He told me to go the town where 
my father had been born, and sign 
up for the draft. I told him that I 
Would not sign any papers (plus a 
few more things) and that my Am- 
erican Passport stated that I 
might lose my US nationality by 
serving in the armed forces of a 
foreign state, Even though I had 
always taken my country for grant- 
ed, I began to realize what a won- 
derful country it was, 

He shouted back at me and told 
me I had to

which showd that we had come from 
American in 1939 and were in 
Greece in World War Il, where my 
mother had died, and my brothers 
and I had gone through a terrible 
experience as boys, The records 
showed how we had left on Feb, 2, 
1946, on the SS Gripsholm, with US 
passports, 

T asked Mr K ff he had any other 
records of my not going to Ameri~ 
ca in 1946, or of my returning at any 
time prior to July 1963, 

He said ‘No’. 

I showed him my present pass~ 
Port, issued to me on June 27 1963 
with a full description, and, most 
important of all, my date and place 
of birth, Cambridge, Mass, USA, I 
valso produced a copy of my birth 
certificate, and my drivers license 
from the USA and my international 
drivers license, which was issued 
to me in the United States, 

With all these credentials Mr 
K still would not believe that Iwas 
an American, 

My friend told Mr K that he had 
known me since 1946, that we had 
gone to school together, and that I 
was in the US until July 8 1963, and 
that he would sign a sworn state- 
ment to this fact, 

Mr K refused, saying that we 
were friends, both trying to get out 
of the country together, and that he 
wouldn’t believe my friend, 

1 believe Mr K’s reason for not 
wanting to issue me a letter was 
because I was one of the first ones 
who had approached the American 
Embassy with this problem, and he 
didn’t want the responsibility, in 
case something happened in acase 
where an American was being held 
for service tr the Greek Army, 

What I would like to know is what 
he was doing there inthe first place 
if not to help Americans in difficult 
situations such as mine? 

I pleaded with Mr K to just write 
the information which he had on re- 
cord in the Embassy, and also the 
information that I had on my pass~ 
port, drivers licenses and birth 
certificate, but he still refused,

I didn’t think it was possible that 
an American Counselor who is 
working for the US Embassy could 
not accept an American issued pass 
port and a certified birth certifi- 
cate and information from the US 
Embassy files that I was an Amer- 
can born citizen, and also have the 
nerve to tell me that he didn’t be- 
lieve the information was true, 

He wasted nine days of my va- 
cation in Greece, not to mention 
the emotional stress, For all of 
those nine days I had to go back 
and forth from one office to another 
and was confined in Athens without 
knowing if I could leave the country 
in time to catch the plane home. 

The experiences made my wife 
and myself ill and upset, It made 
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our trip to Greece a miserable one 
and we regret that we ever took the 
trip. I doubt that we shall ever go 
to Greece again,
